Arlington burial 
ends Kennedy era

WASHINGTON — As a sultry spring 
breeze rippled the eternal flame she lit 3 1 
years ago at another moment of national 
grief, Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis was 
laid to rest Monday alongside the grave 
of John F. Kennedy at Arlington National 
Cemetery. 

The former first lady, who died of can- 
cer last Thursday at age 64, was hailed by 
President Clinton in a brief graveside ser- 
vice os a woman who handled great gifts 
and bore great burdens “with dignity and 
grace and uncommon common sense.’’ 

“We say goodbye to Jackie,” Clinton 
said. “May the flnmc she lit so long ago 
burn ever brighter here and always 
. brighter in our hearts." 

Her children, Caroline Kennedy 
Schlossbcrg and John F. Kennedy Jr., 
bade her farewell with readings from 
Scripture and laid flowers at the foot of' 
her flower-bedecked .mahogany casket. 
The Most Rev. Philip Hannan, the retired 
Archbishop of New Orleans who presid- 
ed over President Kennedy’s funeral, 
sprinkle^ holy water upon the coffin, and 
a Navy chorus sang the Navy hymn, 
“Eternal Fothcr, Strong to Save.” 

In a brief 15 minutes, (he burial service 
was over and the Kennedy family mem- 
bers drifted away, some stopping at the ' 
nearby grave of Robert F. Kennedy to 
pay their respects. 

The nation watched on live television 
os America buried yet another Kennedy. 
In the hazy distance, the bell of Washing- 
ton’s National Cathedral slowly tolled M 
times. 

And thus ended an era of glamour and 
hope and tragedy that began with young 
Jock Kennedy’s inauguration in 1961 and 
came to a close Monday on a verdant 
hillside in the United States’ best-known 
graveyard of heroes. 

The widow of the president who was 
sloin Nov. 22, 1963, became an image 
etched in the national memory for all 
these years, forever young and elegant, 
mysterious and private and yet a public 
treasure for two generations of Ameri- 
cans.

Wyoming gunmen give up, end standoff

INDIANAPOLIS — Two men 
spmj'cd a restaurant with gunfire Mon- 
day in a botched robbery attempt, 
killing one person, wounding at least 
four others and taking about two dozen 
people hostage. 

They surrendered after a six-hour 
standoff. 

The gunmen released the hostages in 
groups of four or five throughout the 
afternoon, including d 5-year-oId boy 
who was shot in the face. 

The final five or six hostages were 
released shortly before the two gunmen 
surrendered around 4:15 p.m. MDT. 
Police identified the suspects as broth- 
ers from Casper, Wyo., who had appar- 
ently picked the city and restaurant at 
random. 

Police identified the gunmen as 
Thomas E. Mathisen, 24, and his 
• brother Ron, 27. 

“They pulled a map out, saw Indi- 
anapolis and decided to come here,” 
Evans said. 

The suspects face a variety of 
charges, including murder, attempted 
murder and nttempted robb^. 

Casper police said the Mathisens 
also arc suspected of embezzling 


$4,000 from an adult bookstore -where 
they both worked. ’ - 

Authorities said the siege began in 
late morning with a botched robbery. 

The restaurant’s manager was shot os 
he tried to wrestle a gun away from 
one of the men. Then the other man 
“went crozy" and started shooting' 
wildly, said Frank Evans, the chief 
hostage negotiator. 

Police sealed off the Denny’s restau- 
•rnnt and surrounded it with SWAT 
teams and helicopters, while the gun- 
men herded the customers to the front 
of the restaurant. . 

Witnesses who fled the building or 
were released said it seemed as though 
the gunmen simply appeared and be- 
gan firing without warning. 

"We just went in to have lunch and 
all of (he sudden it sounded like some- ' 
body set off a firecracker back in the 
kitchen,”, said Ed Gill, who was dining 
with his family.

Court bars base closing review 


WASHINGTON-(AP)— -Federal- 
judges cannot second-guess .govern- 
ment dcoisions-to-closc-military 
bases, the Supreme Court ruled 
Monday in a yictoiy for the Clinton , 
administration-in'-its-efTort to shrink 
the post-CoId War anned services— - 
litc court unanimously threw out 
a challenge by Sen. Arlcn Specter, 
R-Pa., to the planned closing of a 
shipyard in his home state. 


Ihority to intervene, the court said: 
The administration had argued that 
letting judges step in would make it 
impossible to quickly trim the mili- 
tary. 

A decision in Specter’s favor 
could have led to a flood of lawsuits 


over the gqvernment’s decisions 
since 1991 to shut down 164 mili-

Nature puts on onothcr sky show tonight — a partial 
eclipse of the moon. 

Weather pemiiiiing. most Americans willing to stay 
up laic will be able to watch the bottom of the moon 
darken as it passes through the edge of the shadow that 
the Earth casts into space. Only 24 percent of the full 
moon will be obscured by the top of the Earth’s circular 
shadow. 

The entire eclipse will be visible wherever skies arc 
clear in the eastern half of North America, all of Central 
and South America and in northwestern portions of 
Africa. Residents of the northwestern states and north- 
ern California will see the eclipse at moonrisc. 


The moon will enter the Earth’s shadow at 8:37 p.m. 
MDT. TTic eclipse will reach its maximum at 9:30 p.m. 
and end at 10:23 p.m. MDT. 

Joe Kclch of the Davis Planetarium in Baltimore ex- 
plained why the lunar eclipse follows so closely on the 
heels of the May 10 solar eclipse. 

Most of the time, the moon is either just above the 
plane of the Earth’s otbiL or just below it About every 
six months the moon lines up in the s^e plane with the 
Earth and sun. 

When that happens, and the moon passes between the 
Earth and sun, the moon’s shadow sweeps across the 
Earth and there is a solar eclipse. Fourteen days later, 
the moon passes through' the Eiuth’s shadow, creating a 
lunar eclipse.

more restrictive and expensive. 

“These new regulations that arc 
coming out arc going to be a lot 
more severe,” said Paul Dcmculc, 
range specialist with the Sawtooth 
National-Forest. Abuses - such as 
too many cows grazing'dclicatc 
stream bottoms known as "riparian 
areas" - still take place, and tougher 
penalties and permit restrictions arc 
needed, he said. 

The latest grazing proposals - 
called Rangeland Reform '94 - are 
being advanced by Interior Secretary 
Bruce Babbitt. They stem from a 
general public desire to restructure 
the way in which private ranchers 
arc allowed to graze public lands, 
Dcmculc said. ■ 

In addition to revising manage- 
ment practices, Rangeland Reform 
also seeks to hike the fees - to a 
base rate of $3.96 per month for ev- 
ery cow-calf pair. The increase, if 
approved, would be phased in be- 
tween 1995 and 1997; after that, 
fees could rise or fall by as much as 
25 percent from those charged the 
previous year. 

Another goal of the reform is to 
bring BLM and Forest Serviee graz- 
ing policies - which can vary widely 
- into closer agreement, Dcmculc 
said. 


For instance, the Forest Service 
doesn’t allow grazers to sublease 
their permits, but the BLM docs al- 
low'the practice - with restrictions. 

In worst-case scenarios, permit- 
tees pay the low federal rate of 
$ 1 .98 per month for each cow-calf 
pair, then allow others to run cows 
under their penriit - and collect up 
to $7 a month, Cordell wid. 

Some of the proposed manage- 
ment changes could have a profound 
impact on local ranchers, said Ed 
Waldapfcl, Sawtooth Notional For- 
est spokesman. 

For example, the proposed re- 
forms would require grazing permit- 
tees to prepare - and pay for - their 
own environmental asscsmcnls. Of 
•the Sawtooth Forest’s 174 grazing 
allotments, only a half dozen or so 
have acceptable environmental re- 
view plans. 

The upshot, Waldapfcl said, is 
that grazers in other allotments may 
be required to hire consultants to do' 
^e necessary work. 

Warned Dcmculc: "I don’t know a 
short way to do a. (environmental) 
document.” 

The proposed changes, if enacted, 
would purmany grazing decisions 
into the hands of local “resource ad- 
visory boards.”

of grazers, environmentalists and

grazing issues. _ _

Some ranchers said they feared 
environmentalists would oppose any 
grazing on public lands, but Cordell 
maintained they would be outnum- 
bered by other, more ’’reasonable” 
board mcmbcis. 

More informational meetings will 
be held today in Ketchum; tomor- 
row in Burley; and Thursday in 
Twin Falls. 

A formal public hearing will take 
place June 8 in Twin Falls, and all 
written comments on the grazing re- 
form proposal must be submitted by 
July 28.

Report urges caution of Rainier 


WASHINGTON (AP) — South 
Korea’s special envoy for nuclear 
issues called Monday al the Slate 
Department as the Clinton adminis*

. talks with North Korea over its 
nuclear program. 

Kim Sam-hoon met with Robert 
Gallucci, an a.ssistant secretary of 
slate who helps set the administra- 
tion’s Korea policy, to coordinate 
strategy for dealing with North 
Korea.

"A major volcanic eruption or debris flow that 
is not prepared for could kill hundreds or thou- 
sands of residents and cripple the economy of the 
Pacific Northwest." .says the report. Kirgcly wnt- 
ten for the research council by Steve Malone and 
Don Swanson, Seattle-based U.S. Geological 
Survey geologists. The council Is an arm of the 
federal government's National Academy of 
Sciences. . . , , 

Tlic .study is the result of a gathering of scien- 
tists al the University of Washington in 
Scpiember 1992 that called for new re,scarch. 
r ‘iThe volcano Ls inherently unstable." the report 
slates. "Based on past history, there is good rea- 
son to believe the volcano will erupt again." 
Scientists said it is the second-most likely 
Cascade volcano, after Mount Si. Helens, to 
threaten a serious eruption. 

It cites a 1987 estimate that in any one year 
there is a l-in-l.lXK) chance of an eruption cau.s- 
ing significant damage up to .10 miles from 
Mount Rainier, and a l-in-lO.OOO chance of an 
eruption causing damage beyond that. 


The volcano last erupted about 150 years ago.. 
The report says the relative quiet since then is . 
normal for an active peak and the pause only 
means the next outbreak could be more' powerful: 
"Apparently, energy is being stored rather than 
being released in small eruptions.” 

The most likely eruption, scientists believe, is a 
lava eruption on the peak that probably would not 
extend much beyond the borders of Mount 
Rainier National Park. 

Such an eruption would also trigger landslides 
on the volcano’s flanks and might include plumes 
of ash and rock. 

Less likely but more dangerous would be mud- 
flows of melted snow, ice and rock that could 
surge down valleys where 100,000 people 
presently live. Such flows ravaged the Toutlc 
River valley below Mount St Helens in 1980 and 
clogged the Cowlitz and Columbia rivers. 

Geologists estimate there is a moderate risk of 
such flows reaching the communities of 
Packwood. Randle, Elbe, Orting and Puyallup, 
and a low risk of reaching Auburn, Kent and the. 
Tacoma industrial tideflats area. 

More than 60 such flows have occurred in the 
lost 10,000 years. They also could hit reservoirs 
and overtop dams. 

Flying rock could hit people immediately 
around the volcano, while ash falls could blanket 
a large area, just as ash fromliilbunt St Helens hit 


Longview, Vancouver, Portland and much of 
Eastern Washington. 

People need warning, the scientists conclude. 
They recommend: 

• There have been several hundred earth- 
quakes around Mount Rainier in the past 10 
years, the biggest a magnitude 4.1 quake that 
occurred on July 29, 1988,, but the present array 
of seismometer.*; has difficulty telling a real 
earthquake from glacial movement. Needed arc 
two to three highly sensitive seismometers on 
Rainier’s upper slopc.s. 

• Mount St. Helens gave warning of its explo- 
sive sideways eruption when the side of that vol- 
cano bulged in 1980. Similar swelling could 
warn that Mount Rainier is about to pop. Needed 
arc an expanded array of survey stations up to 70 
miles from the peak that could be monitored with 
the help of satellites. 

• Mount Rainier is riddled with steam vents 
and hot springs, particularly near its peak. These 
should be belter mapped and watched os another 
warning sign. 

• The mountain and surrounding debris flows 
need to be belter mapped to understand the 
peak's eruptive history and predict future events. 

• Scienii.sLs need to work with public officials, 
the schools and the media to distribute informa- 
tion about the risk and comment on land-use 
planning around (he volcano.

The three 
corps of the Sth Army wot now unit- 
ed, albeit four months behind the origi- 
nal schedule.

At a solemn White House ceremo- 
ny, Clinton presented the Medal of 
Honor to the widows of Master SgL 
Cary I. Gordon and Sgt. 1st Class , 
I^ndall D. Shughart. 

Gordon and Shughart were killed 
Oct. 3 in the abortive U.S. mid on a 
Mogadishu hotel where' top aides to 
Somali warlord Mohammed Farah 
Aidid were gathered. Eighteen Anny 
Rangers and some 300 Somali died 
in the debacle. 

Clinton said the two sergeants 
“were real American heroes.’’ 

Gordon, 33. was a native of 
Lincoln, Maine. Shughart, 35, grew 
up in Newville, Pa. 

'' After the raid, the administration 
came under fire for failing to provide 
adequate support, for U.S. troops in 
Somali. President Clinton eventually 
withdrew all U.S. forces from the 
African nation.

The Medal of Honor is the highest 
military decoration that the nation 
can bestow on a service member. -

The Child Safety Protection Act, 
passed by voice vote, mandates the 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission to issue rules for warn- 
ing labels for toys and games that 
could be a choking hazard to pre-' 
schoolers. 

The commis.sion is also to estab- 
lish a uniform mandatory safely 
standard for bicycle helmets.

U.S. cuts: 
forces in 
Panama 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Some 
IJOO U.S. soldiers and their families 
will leave Pah aniii Jp ihc cuiuliig 
' monlhs, a new wave in the gradual 
wilhdrawal of all American troops 
from the strategic canal area by the 
end of the decade.' 

By the end of next year, the current 
force of approximately 10,000 will be , 
cut to about 6,000, according to offi- 
cials- in the Pentagon and U.S. 
Southern Command, which has 
responsibility for the region. 

And after, 1999, no U.S. soldiers 
will remain in the country, except for 
the handful of Marines- prolecti'ng the 
U.S. embassy. 

That represents a massive reduction 
from the force of 26,000 troops who 
look part in “Operation Just Ouse," 
the 1989 invasion ousting Gen. 
Manuel Noriega from power. - 

By the end of the decode, all 
remaining U.S. military installations 

some 4,290 buildings and 77,000 
acres of land — will have been turned 
over to the Panomanians “at a rela- 
tively even pace,” said William 
Ormsbee, a spokesman for the 
Southern .Command in Panama. 

The U.S. plan for completing the 
move is periodically updated and - 
reviewed by Gen. Barry McCaffrey, 
the four-stat commander in chief of 
the Southern Command based in 
Panama. 

A scheduled trip by Defense 
Secretary William Perry Co Panama 
later this week to visit U.S. installa- 
tions and hold talks with McCaffrey 
was postponed Monday. No reason 
was immediately given, but the trip is 
to bc^reschedulcd within ihc'ncxi sev- 
craT weeks, said Pentagon officials 
whp spoke on condition of anonymi- 
ty- 

^ Still undecided is the location for a 
new Southern Command headquar- 
ters, something of keen interest to 
cities in the United Stales hit by base 
closures. 

Under the 1977 Panama Canal 
Treaty, Panama assumed general tcr- 
. ritorial jurisdiction over the canal 
zone. The waterway will be trans- 
ferred to Panama formally at noon on 
Dec. 31. 1999. 

Another pact, the Treaty on the 
Permanent Neutrality and Operation 
of the Panama Canal, guarantees the 
neutrality of the canal indefinitely, 
and commits both Panama and the 
United States to continue to defend 
the strategic waterway. 

Dean Hinton, former U.S. ambas- . 
sador to Panama, said 'that 
Panamanians “arc of mixed minds" 
about the withdrawal. “Some say the 
bases arc contributing to the local 
economy and wc c.in‘t do without 
them. Others say the ... stability of the , 
region is endangered if wc don't 
Slay." he said. "Others say the imperi- 
alists have been here for 90 years and 
it's lime for them to get the hell out." 

The canal is of vital economic 
importance to the United States 
because so much of the commerce 
-that flows through it affects U.S. 
bu.sinc.sses, .said the ambassador, who 
left the country last year. 

The forces stationed there also han- 
dle U.S. military contacts with the 
nations of Central and South 
America, and have taken pan in the 
war ogainst drugs. 

But the need to station troops near 
ti)c canal may not be so nccess.iry in 
the post-Coid War world. Hinton 
said. 

"Wc have a right, and a duty, to 
rohlinue to defend the canal," he said. - 
“But there's little chance anyone will 
attack it. ... Wc can get back to 
Panama very quickly if wc need lo." ..

SAN’ A. Yemen (AP) — A Scud 
missile slammed into a densely popu- 
iated neighborhood of the Yemeni 
capital Monday night as northern 
troops pushed into southern oil fields 
to to take conitol of the country's 
most valuable economic resource.

Working dogs allowed entrance 

There is a new dog in town; hts name in 
Gumbo and he is a hearing-ear dog. He was 
specially trained at Inicmaiional Hearing 
Dogs Inc. in Henderson, Colo., to aid my 
daughter, who is deaf. Gumbo alerts her 
when the phone rings, .when someone is at 
the door, when her alarm goes off in the 
morning, when the smoke alarm goes off and 
if there is any danger. He protects her. 

By law, these dogs are allowed to accom- 
pany their owners anywhere that is open to 
the public, including restaurants, doctors' of- 
fices, movies, groceiy stores, etc. Special 
thanks to the mall. Pizza Hut. the theater. 
Costco and Albertson’s. They always wel- 
come Gumbo. Other businesses haven't al- 
ways been so kind, probably because most 
people have never heard of a hearing dog. 

When someone comes in with a dog, just 
ask nicely if it is a working dog (remember 
that the owner may be deaf, so nwe sure the 
person c a n road your lips). H^ng dogs ’ 
have an identification card with their pictures 
that the owner would be glod to show you. 
They also wear a blaze orange (hunter'i or- 
ange) collar and leash frir identification. Feel 
free to ask questions about the dog. Most 
owners appreciate your interest Gumbo is .. 
trained to behave In public, stay by his owner 
and will never soil ony^ing. 

To other customers, if you see a dog in a 
place of business, especially where food is 
served, assume it is a working dog allowed 
by law to be there. These dogs arc well- 
groomed. have all their shots and arc checked 
regularly by a vet so they pose no health risk 
to you. Feel free to ask the owner about the 
dog but never try to feed or pet him. Please 
explain to the kids that they can’t pci the nice 
doggie because he is woricing. 

Hearing dogs come in all shapes, sizes and 
breeds. They arc usually rescued from "death 
row" at the dog pound and trained to give a 
deaf person a lifetime of service and compan- 
ionship. So, when you sec Gumbo out and 
about remember he works hard every day - 
just like you — and welcome him to your 
place of business.

(AP) — American veterans who came 
(o Vicinam-in war a quarter of a ccniu- 
ry ago made a final patrol Monday, 
side by side with llieir former enemies, 
to pay tribute to the dead from both 
sides. 

Ei^t American veterans and their 
onc-imc Vietnamese foes took p.irt in 
a ceremony at the site of a former U.S. 
artillery base. An estimated IDO 
Vietnamese soldiers who died in an 
attack on ihe’fortrcss are believed 
buried in a mass grave. 

A number of Americans also died in 
the 1969 battle at the base, called 
Landing Zone Grant; in Tay Ninh 
province near the Cambodian border. 

The eight Amcrians. none of whom 
fought in the battle, arc part of a dele- 
gation from the Vietnam Veterans of 
America that is helping the Vicinamc.se 
account for some of their estimated 
300.000 soldiers missing in action. 

On the American side. U.S. officials 
say there arc sfill-2.233 Americans 
missing from the war that ended in 
1975. 

The vcicnuis ended a week-long slay 
' in Vietnam on Mont|ay and arc sched- 
uled to ny back to the Onilcd Stales on 
Tuesday. '' 

During their visit, they visited old 
battlefields, met with families of 
Vietnamese MIAs, and turned over 
Items taken by American soldiers from 
the battldlcld.. 

The items, including identification 
cards, photos and maps of grave sites 
turned in by U.S. veteraas over the past 
several months, helped identify 1,800 
missing Vietnamese soldiers. 

Using maps turned in by two veter- 
ans who did not make the trip, the 


Americans led the Vietnamese veterans 
through a cassava field to the site 
where the 1(X) Vietnamese soldiers arc 
believed to have been buried by U.S. 
soldiers. 

Vietnamese officials said they 
planned in exiravatc the site. 

The Vietnamese have been limited in 
ihcir search for MIAs by lack of equip- 
ment and money to buy it. Most search- 
ing is done by family members who 
visit villages and cemeteries seeking 
information on their loved ones. 

On Monday, veterans from both 
sides lit incense and set off firecrackers. 
Vietnam’s traditional way of honoring 
the dead. 

"Wc arc thankful to the U.S. veterans 
who provided u.s this information," .said 
Col. Nguyen Van Sen, 65. who fought 
against the Americans. "I was moved 
to realize this is the place of my fallen 
friends in combat. In the past, in the 
fighting, wc were enemies. But now wc 
arc at peace and the Vietnamese and 
U.S. veterans arc now friends." 

Vernon Valenzuela, 45. of Oildale. 
Calif., was wounded at age 19 in Tay 
Ninh province, a year before the battle 
at Landing Zone Grant. 

“1 have no conscious memory of 
leaving Vietnam," said Valenzuela, 
who wa.s evacuated after being hit by 
shrapnel in the chest and shoulder. He 
still suffers shortness of breath, muscle 
lighinc,ss and a limited range of motion. 

“I've come full circle,” said 
Valenzuela, who docs family counsel- 
ing for Vietnam veterans. 

“It’s real nice to see the countryside 
when it's not in war. Wc bombed the 
hell out of this place and it’s recovered. 
There’s no outward scars around here. 
There's no signs of .a battle to sec."

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Baseball owners proposed a se- 
ries of givebacks Monday on nan-economic issues, prompt- 
ing union head Donald Fehr to say management doesn’t want 
an agreement. 

“There are a whole scries of player benefits that have been 
negotiated over the lost 20 years that tlicy want to restrict or 
eliminate," Fchr said after the -hour session at an aipo^rt 
hotel, the second meeting between the sides in five days. 

Fchr said management presented proposals dcoling with 
schedules, termination of pay for rclcas^ players and trade 
demands. He said owners want to eliminate service time for 
pjayers called up in Sepiembcr, which would delay players 
from becoming eligible for arbitration and free ogcncy.. 

"That's a extraordinary proposal,” Fehr said. “You would 
get a player up for a contending team to help them get into 
the playoHs, but he wouldn’t get any major league credit for 
it. ... 

"Those are not the kinds of proposals — • to modify rights, 
especially for young players and have been in plocc for years 
and years — that arc likely to create the imprewion that clubs 
arc desirous of reaching on agreement." 

These were the first management proposals since owners 
reopened the collective bargaining agreement on Dec. 7,

HANSEN - Authorities don't know 
the identity or cousc of 'death of a man 
whose body was found in the South Hills 
Saturday. 

Even aAer an autopsy Monday, the 
precise cause of death remains "undeter- 
mined,” though the manner of death is 
thought to be natural causes,, said Gene 
Turley, Twin Foils County coroner. 

The time of death was estimated at two 
months ago. Because of the decomposed 
state of the body, its identity and age arc 
still unknown. 

"There wasn't much blood left in the 
body for tests," Turley said, "but we've 
ruled out homicide for now." 

Fingerprints have been sent to the FBI 
Academy laboratory for identification. 

A rancher found the badly decomposed 
body Saturday in the hills about 12 miles 
south of Hansen. 

No missing persons have been reported 
in the Hansen area and a full investiga- 
tion is under way, said Lt. William 
Tilson of the Twin Falls 'County ShcrifTs 
Department. 

“That's another question - there were 
no missing persons so why was he up 
there?” Tilson said. "But first we need to 
establish who it is."

Bickel 3rd-graders learn

TWIN FALLS - Broken beer bottles, 
candy wrappers and cigarette butts line the 
Bickel Elementary School hallway outside 
3rd-grode teacher Beverly Nelson's class- 
room. 

"It's amazing what collects in the empty 
lots and on the comers,” Nelson said. 

The collection is the result of a student 
clean-up effort that taught her young 
charges about trash and recycling. During 
recent Earth Day and Johnny Horizon Day 
activities. Nelson's- 27 students walked to 
nearby Harmon Park, picking up garbage 
along the way. At the park, they collected 
enough aluminum cans, old cloth, wrap- 
pers, foil and other debris to start a mini- 
landfill. 

When they returned, the students piled 
the junk outside. Then they turned some of 
it into the’ displays that line the hallway, 
dramatizing how long this stuff stays 
around when people throw it away. 

The old pieces of wood, for example, 
won't disappear for 20 years; aluminum 
sticks around for 350 years; and plastic 
stays for 50.0 years, explained’ Lyndel 
Hansen and Steven Hine.

Trash law 
won’t be 


enforced

TWIN FALLS - A law that requires 
garbage haulers to take Twin Falls County 
trash to county-owned landfills cannot be 
enforced, commissioners acknowledged 
Monday. 

It s basically null and void,” Commis- 
sioner Jim Fraley said Monday. 

The Supreme Court ruled last week that 
local governments cannot bar garbage 
haulers from taking collected trash to com- 
peting transfer stations or dumps. 

In January, the commissioners passed an 
ordinance requiring all county trash to be 
taken to a county-approved site. 

That ordinance was passed to "guaran- 
tee” garbage flows to a still-unbuilt county 
landfill south of Twin Fall.s to help pay ofr 
$4 million in bonds issued last year. 

While waiting to obtain 1.000 acres for 
the new landfill, the county is allowing 
haulers to take trash to an outdated county 
dump west of Buhl in violation of state and 
federal laws. 

Fraley said the county could take its 
trash to the brand-new regional landnil at 
Milner Butte but does not do so becau.se it 
costs less to transport garbage to the county 
dump. 

Local haulers of commercial and resi- 
dential trash probably will continue to 
dump their garbage at the 40-ncre Buhl site 
because of those transportation costs, 'he/ 
,said. 

Commissioner Norma Blass said the 
county would be liable for any problenus at 
the regional landfill if the county began 
lAIngu^h there. 

At a regional conference of county offi- 
cials lost week, Fraley said he was told not 
to panic about the Supreme Court's ruling 
because Congress already is working on 
new solid waste legislation.

(AP) — Three 
volunieera' inhaled the radioactive iso- 
tope chromium-51 in 1972 as part of 
a human radiation experiment re- 
vealed in U.S. Department of Energy 
documents rclca.scd Monday. 

The experiment, sponsored by t^c 
International Atomic Ener^ Agency; 
involved three volunteers in England. 
After inhaling the chromium, they 
were examined in-laboratorics around 
the world,, including the Hanford nu- 
clear reservajion. 

The three were then used to cali- 
brate equipment at a variety of sites 
that would be used to test people who 
worked at nuclear .sites. 

Details on the experimem were in- 
cluded in 724 pages of documents re- 
leased Monday, relating mainly to hu- 
man radiation experiments done in 
(he 1960s and )970s. 

A similar experiment conducted 
around 1980 but Involving a different 
radioactive chemical — niobium — 
inhaled by at least eight male volun- 
teers, also included u visit to the Pa- 
cific Northwest Laboratory at Han- 
ford nuclear re.servatlon, the docu- 
menis showed. 


The documents arc fuzzy on Han- 
ford's involvement in the 1972 exper- 
iment. A report on the study did not 
list the Pacific Northwest Laboratory 
among those involved in the study, 
but a 1977 letter involving two PNL 
officials referred lo ’lab's involvement 
in the experiment. 

Jerry Holloway, spokesman for the 
Pacific Northwest Laboratory, con- 
firmed that the laboratory did study 
the three 1972 volunteers, but he .said 
he had no details on the results. 

The documents did not indicate 
whether any follow-up studies of the 
volunteers were ever done, nor did it 
name Ihc volunteers or give Ihctr sex. 

“It’s hard to tell a story ba.scd on 
only parts of the information," said 
Holloway. 

“What’s probably going to happen 
is three (document) relea.scs down the 
road, they’ll come across some more 
stuff on this that will fill in some of 
the holes," Holloway said. 

The 1972 study was the third in- 
halation experiment done, he said, but 
he did not know what years the others 
took place nor whether Hanford was 
involved. 


The study was irnportanl, the docu- 
ments said, because there was no oth- 
er way to accurately estimate how 
much radiation nuclear workers were 


rccpiving.- 

"These subjects will be invaluable 
as calibration sources for facilities 
.used to assess the deposition of in- 
haled plutonium in accidentally ex- 
posed workers." said a November 
1977 internal PNL memo from Herb 
Parker, thcn-rcscarch manager. 

"Such workers exist at every major 
nuclear site in (he country, including 
Hanford. Our capability to assess the 
depositions in these workers is 
marginal at best." the memo said, ex- 
plaining that current calibroUon meth- 
ods had proven inadequate. 

Laboratories from around the world 
participated in the -study, including 
some in Canada, France, Italy, Swe- 
den and Great Britain as well as al 
least seven U.S. laboratories, the doc- 
uments indicated. 

The federal agency is declassifying 
and releasing documents about iLs ex- 
periments as part of an openness poli- 
cy instituted by Energy Secretary 
Hazel O’Leary.

As sad as it seems, a walk down 
the aisle is about a 50-50 proposi- 
tion for most people, said Marc 
Dillworth. a licensed marriage and 
family therapist in Bradenton who 
has been in practice since 1979. 

He doesn’t see any trend toward 
more divorces now; the chances 
arc "still roughly about 50 percent 
that you’ll stay married.” 

There was a trend in the 1960s 
and 1970s toward more divorces, 
Dillworth explained, with the years 


showing an incrca.se of about 5 per- 
cent to 8 percent in divorces each 
year until it finally hit about 50 
percent. 

Mix in .such factors as a break- 
down in trust, Vietnam and the 
changes in our culture (such as the 
role of women) to understand why 
the divorce rate increased, he said. 

‘!l don’t mean that (about the- 
role of women) in .Tilcgativc way," 
Dillworth said. "It was an adjust- 
ment for men and women” to cope 
with the changes, such os women 
hitting the work force in record 
numbers. 

When most people get married, 
they want it to lost. “I think proba- 
bly about 90 percent of marriages 
are based on this,” Dillworlh said. 

Don’t include the slapdash mar- 
riage approach — such as Shannen 
Doherty/Ashley Hamilton ^ in 
this equation. “Quick marriages 
like that ... the divorce is becau.se 
there was a lack of commiunent in 
the first place.” 

But couples who do commit to 
each other, who try to make things 
work, sometimes fall into traps 
when trying to deal with the strcs.s- 
cs and strains of marriage. 

Children. New job.s. Growing 
old. ftetirement. 

It’s not a sudden thing, but a 
“slow tearing away of the fabric by 
various factors,” po.ssibly over a 
period of years, Dillworlh said. 

And when that happens, it's hard 
work to get things back on track, 
but it can be accomplished, 
Dillworth said. 

Coping with conflict strikes at 
the soul of whether a marriage will 
survive, Dillworlh said. 

“Divorce i.s not caused by sexual 
problems, financial problems, dif- 
ferences in dealing with children or 
dealing with extended families,” 
Dillworth said. “*rhc main causes 
of divorce arc inadequate skills for 
managing major conflict and day- 
to-day conflict.”

BOISE (AP) — The Water 
l^source Board has applied for 
minimum stream flows on four 
reaeational rivers os requested by 
Idaho Rivers LTnited. 

The flows on the lower Salmon, 
North Fork of the Payette, Bruneau 
and Jarbidge rivets ore intended to 
protect fish and wildlife habitat, 
recreational opportunities and the 
rivers’ aesthetic beauty. 

“Rivers have a right to be wet,” 
said Marti Bridges, water policy 
director for. the. conservation group... 
“It is lime the state recognize that 
right on these four rivers.” 

The minimum streamflows, 
which would not affect existing 
water rights or permits with earlier 
priority dates, would restrict fur- . 
ther diversion of unappropriated 
water from the river channel. 

The proposal for the lower 
Salmon River involves all unap- 
propriated water, setting a mini- 
mum flow of between 4,000 cubic 
feet per second to 33,000 cubic 
feet per second depending oh the 
time of year along o 53-mile reach 
between Hammer Creek.and the 
confluence with the Snake River. 

On the North Fork of the 
Payette River, a 22-milc stretch 
below Payette Lake to the backwa- 
ters of Co^de Reservoir would be 
guaranteed between 72 and 145 
cubic feet per second depending on 
the time of year. 

The minimum flow would pro- 
tect fisheries and whitewater rcae- 
ation as well as improve overall 
water quality. 

Six different minimum flows 
would be set on a 40-mile stretch 
of the Bruneau River between Hot 
Creek and the confluence with the 
Jarbidge River to protect rainbow 
and bull trout habitat and provide, 
kayaking and rafting opportuni- 
ties.

Club caUs for mining 
halt to study dewatering 


RENO, Ncv.. (AP) — The Sierra 
Club called Monday for a halt to min- 
ing cxpan.sion in northcasi Nevada 
until a thorough study can be complet- 
cd to determine the impact of pump- 
ing millions of gallons of water Irom' 
the mines. 

"We want to make sure, in a sense, 
that the mines don't suck the life out 
of eastern Nevada,” Elyssa Rosen of 
the club's Nevada Held, office here 
said :il a news conference. 

As gold mines dig deeper in search 
of ore, their pits reach the groundwa- 
ter table and begin filling. Pumps 
remove the water to allow mining to 
continue in a process called dewater- 
ing, 

"We need to know wHal lhe cumu- 
lative impacLs are of a dozen mines 
dewatering at a furious rate," Rosen 
said. “We're not saying we need to' 
halt all production in the area. We’re 
.saying we have to do some serious 
study." 

. . At American Barrick's Coldstrike 
mine, <>8,000 gallons arc pumped out 
each minute, of 110.000 acre-feet a 
year — about twice ihe'amo'unt con- 
sumed annually by the Reno-Sparks 
area. 

Tom Myers, a University of 
Nevada, Reno hydrologist who pre- 
pared the report under a $500 grant 
from the Sierra Club, said one of his 
key findings was that there never has 
been a thorough study made of the 
effects of pumping out the mines. 

His conservative estimate is ihaf-1 


million acre-feel of water will be 
removed from the Humboldt River 
Basin. 

But just where that water is coming 
from and where it goes when it's 
pump^ inld'UicTlumbbrdrRivcr sys- 
tem. used to replace surface water 
rights or returned to Ihb ground 
through injection wells, is uncertain, 
he said. 

Mycis said he could evaluate only 
mines for which data were available, 
which included those operating on 
public lands but not ones on private 
land. 

Rosen said a large-scale study is in 
the planning stage by the Bureau of 
Land Management that would be 
funded in part by a $500,000 grant 
from American Etorrick and managed 
by the U.S. Geological Survey. Bui 
Myers said it maiy be too late. 

'TTic proposed study Is long over- 
due, ^cause it won’t. be completed 
until at least four more major mines or 
mine expansions are permitted,” he . 
said. 

Rosen said the Sierra Club didn’t 
expect mining to stop in northeast 
Nevada. 

“What we are asking for is that no 
other dewatering projects be allowed 
until we understand what the impacts 
arc going to be.” she said.

Woman testifies she heard 
groups plot to kill Clinton 


GAYLORD, Mich. (AP) — The 
Secret Service is investigating a Utah 
woman’s testimony that ^e has attend- 
ed meetings where people were plotting 
to kill President Gincon; 

Last week at a trial, Breanna Herrick, 
who used to go by the name Debra 
Parmentier, produced a diary about 
meetings and contacts with membeis of 
the radical Aryan Nation group, the Ku 
Klux Klan and a plot to kill Qinlon. 

The Secret Service in Detroit 
acknowledged they were notified of the 
threat by Chief Otsego Qrcuit Judge* 
William T. Potter. 

*‘Wc consider this a serious mailer 
and we arc investigating it,” John Britt, 
a.ssistant special agent in charge of the 
Secret Service in Detroit told The 
Detroit News.

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Britt declined further comment. 

Herrick said in her diary that the 
plotters arc scattered around the coun- 
try in New York, Idaho, and 
Wyoming and wiir meet July 10-16 in 
either Hungry Horse, Mont., or 
Seattle. 

Herrick was testifying at a hearing 
to determine whether convicted mur- 
derers Mark William Canter and 
Waller “Terry” Moore should gel a 
new trial. Herrick was the star prose- 
cution witne» against the two when 
' they were convicted in 1988 of killing 
Jerry Tdiias in Gaylord. 

The lawyers for Carter and Moore 
contend Herrick is a pathological liar 
who fabricated her role as an eyewit- 
ness for attention and to become a 
paid informant.

WASHINGTON — Nearly one in 
three American households has a 
personal computer and almost half 
of all Americans have an automatic 
teller machine card, two signs that 
Americans in the '90s are increas- 
ingly comfortable with technology. 

A large survey by the Times Mir- 
ror Center for The People and The 
Press found that more and more 
Americans arc using technology — 
bank machines, VCRs, personal 
computers, cable television and fax 
machines — and tliat they arc gen- 
erally friendly toward it. 

Consider ■ 

• About 23 million adiilts use a 
home computer nearly every day. 

At work, 55 percent of the people 
use a computer.- 

* About 47 percent of Americans 
. have an ATM card and at least 13 

million pay at least some of their 
bills electronically. 

•-Fully-85'pcrccnt of all-house*- - 

holds have a VCR. And 64 percent 
arc hooked to a cable TV system. 

The center, which docs public in- 
terest research, interviewed 3,667 
adults, 18 years or older and 400 
children aged 1 3 to 1 7. 

The survey examines "many vehi- 
cles" on the information superhigh- 
way. These include computers, 
modems, on-Iine information ser- 
vices. faxes, ATM cards, cable tele- 
vision and satellite dishes. And, of 
course, the television set, which has 
become more than it was when 
America' first gathered for "I Love 
Lucy." 

“Not only have computers entered 
tens of millions of American homes, 
but they have become indispensable 
tools for people who own them," the 
survey finds. “Two out of three 
computer users (65 percent) said 
they would miss their personal com- 
puter '0 lot' if they no longer had 
il.” 

By way of comparison, 64 per- 
cent said they would miss cable TV 
and 67 percent they would miss 
newsoapcrs if they were no longer _ 
available. 

“There is a clear generation gap 
with regard to computers and tech- 
nology,” says the study. People un- 
der 50 use computers more than 
older people "but the only signill- . 
cant misgivings about technology 
were expressed by people 65 and - - 
older — 39 percent disliked or had 
mixed feelings alwui computers but 
93 percent of them do not use com- 
puters.”

NEW YORK — Stocks tumbled with the 
bond market on Monday amid renewed in- 
vestor concern about inflation and interest 
rates. 

Smaller company stocks fared better than 
blue-chip issues, with good performance by 
soihvare and other computer issues shoring 
up the Nasdaq index. 

. The Dow Jones industrial average dropped 
23.94 points to 3,742.41. 

Declining issues outnumbered advances 
by about 4 to 3-on the New York Stock Ex-- 
change. 

Volume on the floor of the Big Board 
came to 249.40 million .shores os of 4 p,m., 
down fVom 293.33 million in the previous 
session. 

From the opening the broad market took 
its cue firom bonds, heading steadily down- 
ward until late in the session, when the Dow 
average and other slock market indicators re- 
covered slightly. At one point, the blue-chip 
indicator was down about 40 points. 

Stock investors balked at the hi^cr inlc^ 
est rates that accompanied declining bond 
prices.

Americans are using technology ~ 
bank machines, VCRs, personal 
computers, cable television and fax 
machines — and that they are gen- 
erally friendly toward it.

* About 23 million adults use a 
home computer nearly every day. 
At work, 55 percent of the people 
use 0 computer. 

* About 47 percent of Americans 
have an ATM card and at least 13 
million pay at least some of their 
bills electronically. 

* Fully 85 percent of all house- 
holds have a VCR. And 64 percent 
arc hooked to a cable TV system. 

-. .-.’iTie center, which does public in-' 
terest research, interviewed. 3,667 
adults, 18 years or older and 400 
children aged 13 to 17. 

The survey examines "many vehi- 
cles” on the taformation superhi^- 
way! These include computers, 
modems, on-line information ser- 
vices, foxes, ATM cards, cable tele- 
vision and satellite dishes. And, of 
course, the television set. which has 
become more than it was. when 
America first gathered for "1 Love 
Lucy." 

"Not only hayc computers entered 
tens of millions of American homes, 
but they have become indispensable 
tools for people who own them," the 
survey finds. "Two out of three 
computer users (65 percent) said 
they wQuId miss their personal com- 
puter 'a lot' if they no longer had 
it." 

By way of comparison. 64 per- 
cent said they would miss cable TV 
and 67 percent they would miss 
newspapers it they were no longer 
available. 

“There is a clear generation gap 
with regard to computers and tech- 
nology,” says the study. People un- 
der 50 use computers more than 
older people “but the only signifi- 
cant misgivings about technology 
were expressed by people 65 and 
older — 39 percent disliked or had
